Neah-Mathla (the great warrior of the 
Creeks, and at the head of the bostile par- 
ty,) and his son, have been takea prisoners 
and brought to Fort Mitchell, by Gen. Jes- 
up. Gen. Jesup marched from Tuskegee 
with seven hundred white men and five 
hundred friendly Indians. They passed 
near Neah-Mathla’s camp, and sent several 
of their Indians to him. They succeeded 
in decoying him a Jittle from the camp, avd 
took him and his son prisoners. This morn- 
ing Gen. Scott was sent for from Fort 
Mitchel, and has gone there. 

Should the above news be correct, (and 
there is the best reason to credit it,) Neah- 
Mathla’s capture must have a powerful in- 
fluence in bringing the hostilities to a close, 
as he is the very soul of the hostile pasty. 

The troops at Fort Jones, we are inform- 
ed by the same authority, consisting of the 
Gwinnett, Monroe, and part of the Stewart, 
companies, while scouting, bad another 
brush with the Indians. ‘They were over- 
powered, and had ta return to the fort.

Micanopy, June 10, 1836.

It would have 
been iatpossible for the General, or the ar- 
my, to bave continued in the field after the 
enemy left it; for the soldiera were all citi- 
zens! and if it had been otherwise, their 
numbers were not the hundredth part of the 
citizens at large, who were all soldiers, To 
say that he was wise in discerning the im-

STILL LATER FROM TEXAS. 
The New Orleans Bulletin of May 27th, 
contains the following important informa- 
tion:— 

A gentlemen of high respectability, arri- 
ved last evening in this city, informs us that 
Joseph Baker, formerly editor of the Tel- 
egraph, printed at San Felipe, having been 
sent, afier the battle of San Jacinto, to the 
Mexican army, left the division under the 
command of Felasola, at the Colorado, on 
the Sth instant. 

Felasola observed to Mr. Baker, that as 
Genera! Santa Anna was a prisoner, he dui 
not acknowledge him as general of the fur- 
ces then in the field, but would recognize 
him as president of the Mexican nation, and 
as such he would obey his orders tu with- 
draw the troops, and wouid execute it as 
soon as possible. 

He said he had no doubt but congress 
would acknowleuge the independence of 
Texas, lor it was a country the Mexican 
people did not want; and although it had 
been explored and known to them for one 
hundred and fifty years, aud though a good 
country for the agricul:rist, it was oot one 
adapted to the habits of the Mexican pec- 
ple, there being too many flies and nivs- 
quitoes for the conveniences of raising stock. 

He acknowledged that the present cam- 
paign in Texas had terminated tothe great 
disgrace of Mexico—that the cruel _massa- 
cre of Colonel Fanning’s division was un 
justifiable, and would meet with the just in- 
dignatiou of the civilized world. He far- 
ther said, that the invasion of Texas waa 8- 
lowe projected and carried on by the ambi- 
tiono€ Santa Anna; that had it not been 
for this, Texas would have been admitted a 
state of the Mexican Republic at the time 
she made the application, through her ageut, 
General S. F. Austin, in 1833, and at this 
time would have had @ local government 
suited to ber wants. 

He was well aware, he said, that ite 
Texians were receiving aid from the cil 
zens of the United S ates, and that they 
tad the sympathies of that nation. —N. Y.
